Tlie idea that tlie comet of 1880 may 
bo identical not only with that of 1843, 
but with that of 1G68, the period hav- 
ing been reduced from 175 years to 
37, was suggested at the Astronomical 
Society in April, 18S0, by Mr. Martin, 
a mathematician of great skill, and well 
known for the zeal with which ho at- 
tacks problems relating to the move- 
■jeiits of the satellites of Satuni and 
Mars. He says: 

Supposing the comet of 1843 is the 
same as that of 16G8, it would not be 
very i^bhderful that it should reappear 
after ??7"years, instead of 175 years. 
The velocity of a body moving in the 
Holar system depends simply on its dis- 
tance from the sun, and on the period 
of I'cvolution. If the velocity is re- 
duced by a resisting medium, there 
will bo a reduction of the period, arid 
tliere is nothing whatever unreasonable 
in the supposition that, however weak 
(he corona may be, its resisfance would 
have a very great effect upon the mo- 
tion of tiio comet which rushes through 
it; .so that 1 should not be at all sur- 
]mseil if it should turn ouCf.that the 
comet of 1880 is the same aS.-the comet 
of 1813 and that of lG68,''nnd that its 
revolution has been so much affected 
that possibly it ni.iy return in, say, sev- 
enteen ycar.s. 

Now, if this tiieory of the comet of 
1S80 be the true one, we are some- 
what more nearly interesiedin the mat-, 
ter than we are in most theories respecting 
comets. If, already, the cOniet' experi- 
ences such resistance in passing through 
iho corona when at its nearest to the sun 
that its period undergoes a marked dirnin-. 
ution, the effect must of noccssity bo in- 
creased at each return, ;uul after only a 
few, possibly one or two circles, the com- 
et will be absorbed by the sun. It will bo 
'remembered that Sir Isaac Newton recog- 
nized the possibility tliat it might happen 
to a comet having such an orbit aa that of 
1680 (generally known as Newton's com-: 
et), and that ho had considered the conso- 
quences might bo full of danger to this 
earth. Yet ho only dwelt on the danger 
armng, as he. judged, from the adition

as it had shone before for lunulrcJs of 
years, with the lustre of a nintli magni- 
tude star only. lUit it is certain, that,- if 
there are planets circling aroiiVid tnat re- 
mote ann; and if the ordinary li^ht and 
heat of that orb sutliced for tho require- 
ments pf tI:o inhabitants of those orbs 
the abnormal light and heat durint; the 
outburst in I8GG nui.st have destroyed all 
living creatures from the face, pi each one 
of thoSo worlds. It is" equally certain 
that if at any time a great comet, falling 
directly upon the sun, sliould, by the 
swift rush of its meteoric coinponenta, 
excite the frame of the .sun to a lustre far 
exceeding that with wliich he at present 
shines, tho sudden accoas of lustre and 
he.it would prove destructivb to every 
living creature, or at any rate to all the 
higher forma of life upon this earth.

(Signed) WeBcii", RItiiet & Co. 
With reference to Johnstone Robert- 
son's evidenco there are several inaccura- 
cies in his statement. In tho first place, 
with respect to what took place in my 
office between him and Air. McNainee. ll 
is true as he says that I wanted to have 
nothing to do with their private arraugo- 
ments. Mr. Drake's and Davio & Poo- 
ley's names were mentioned for doing any 
legal husinoBS botweon them. Air. AIc- 
N;imee wanted one settled upon as he said 
he didn't want his business known .all 
over town. I t(dd liim he was quite righl. 
He picked upon Air. Robertson himself as 
I had recommended him to him on a prior 
occasion. What little I Iffcard of the ar- 
r.T.igement persuaded me that tho local 
men would not find it a profitable one and 
I told them so, as I had promised to givo 
tliom, as Air. Robertson states, what as. 
flistanco'-I could, Alore than this I did so 
aa I iiiformed them it was in the interest 
of tho-work that I should do so. When 
Robert.sdn subsequently told 1110 what his 
arrangement was and before it was finally 
agreed upon, I advised him against .ffoing 
into it, as 1 intended to hold tho contrac- 
tors to the contract, .and I did not think 
AIcNameo & Co. of Alontreal had given 
him much chance of making any profit. 
I even allowed the money for the coffer- 
dam plant purchased hy them to remain 
duo from loth Sept., 1380, until 11th 
.'\ugust, 1881, and became in a measure 
personally responsible for its p.ayment 
either to the .auctioneer or the govorn- 
mont. Robertson had proposed that tho 
plant should be given to them at a sum 
privately fixed upon, aa ho w.a3 afraid 
that if it was put up at auction ho would 
have to p.ay more for it, I declined t« 
agree to it. The statement respecting 
the interview about.. AIcNamee'a powder 
and note, is also incorrect, because he 
omits to state that I told him that I had 
nothing to do with either matter, niid was 
only acting in a friendly w.ay, with a view 
of preventing or of settling any disputea 
between thom and the Alontreal firm as I 
was naturally anxious that the work 
ahould he pushed forward and not ob- 
atructed by personal quarrels. The state- 
ment of closing the sandstone quarry at 
Newcastle on .account of my asking him 
for an estimate of the coat of gr.inito ia in 
fact, and on tho face of his own evidence, 
untrue. He told mo that he stopped 
work on the sandstone for two reasons, 
first because he would not want the stone 
for several months, and therefore did not 
want to lay out of the money for sev- 
eral months, and in the ■ next placn 
because he firmly believed that sandstone 
of even as good or a better quality could 
be got at a place, as he then said, about 
half way between Victoria and Nariaimo, 
which place is tho same, I belie vo, as ho 
now gets tho s.andatone from. The sev- 
eral letters which I havo sent to tho part- 
ners at Esquimalt, and which are submit- 
ted to this committee, and are being pub- 
ILshed, are to the best ol my b.eUof strict- 
ly accurate in their stdtlments, the re- 
plica, occasionally wi£h AJr. J. Robertson's 
name appended to them, cvado them 
or show a sudden and unaccountable loss 
of memory on Air. ^Robertson's part of 
what occurred. I refer of course to tho 
question of granite and sandstone. Short- 
ly after tho House rose in 1881, Robert- 
sen told mo that they, which I supposed 
meant his partners, had gone fully over 
the specification, and had found that the 
whole matter of the change was in my 
hands, and that all I bad to do under the 
specifications was to write oii|; an 'oi;der 
making the change in ^tliO maierials iind 
give them aichanje of making sbnjo motioj; 
on|ihe job,'*,asrihV saw very little in it 
Otherwiao. Almost daily I" was ' w.aylaid 
either at tho. ond of the bridge or some 
place on Government street by Air. R., 
and asked to alter my decision and givo 
them the order to niako the change to 
gr,-,nito. I w.as so annoyed by liis per- 
sistence that I was obliged to take an- 
other road homo so aa to avoid hini. I 
think I was followed up in this matter 
more closely Hian • by Air, ^Vilaon to 
change my decision about tho swing 
bridge. At an inteiviow with Air. R.; at 
which Capt. Clarko was present, I virtual- 
ly accused him of having misstated and 
pretended to have forgotten .all that oc- 
curred with respect tc .the granite and 
sandstone; ho was silent for a time and 
then .said his letters were a mistake. Cap(. 
Clarke almost shouted to him that if he 
was a man lio ought to .apologize, and re- 
peated this two or three timbs. ■ Robert- 
son said his letters should bo withdrawn. 
I told him I did not care whether they 
were or not. Capt. Clarko has stated in 
a letter to this offico what occurred at the 
above interview, and' Ills" stateineht is 
true. I refused after August or Septem- 
ber ever to have .my interview ,wii!i Air, 
I?, without soiiie oke Bofn^'preBdnli to pro- 
tect myself. I told him in the presence 
of Air. Harrison on one occasion and AIr. 
Gore on anrjther that I objected to any 
interview without some one being present. 
I did this because ho could not be -trust- 
ed. Notwithstanding this wlien .applied 
tt) by Air.' Ward of tho -bank to know how 
far 1 intended to go,' I-iQfornied him that 
it was my dosire ' to as'sfsVtho men in 
every way, as I wanted the work 'pushed 
on as long as they could handle it. Air. 
Ward will have no objection to state this. 
There aro other inaccuracies in '.' Robert- 
son's evidenco which I don't think worth 
contradicting. . The several orders given 
for cement, excepting what may bt\ called" 
the Corporation cement, waa sanctioned 



by order in Council. Air. Armstrong, I 
se6, has stated in effect that when he^v.ia 
in the ministry ho thought the piirchase 
of more cement was tidkcd of. I am 
very clear speaking for iny.self that such 
conversation never occurred, nor did t 
ever hear of any similar'ono aipongat the 
members of tho^oveinment. His memory 
must be at fault.
